Will Wilmington Get A 
Skating Rink? 


A new skating rink, costing per- 
haps $750,000, is becoming a dis-~ 
tinct possibility for Wilmington, 
The town has always had a large 


skating 
stil) held by Wilmington residents, 


, although the emphasis in the past 


few years has moved trom speed 
skating to hockey and figure skat- 


ing. 

A Skating Rink Committee, ap- 
pointed by the Board of Selectmen, 
are optimistic, They made a brief 
report to the Selectmen Monday 
night, and a more detailed report 
to the Planning Board on Tuesday. 

There are three paths open to- 
wards getting the money needed, 
The most important, and the one 
on which the committee 1s work- 
ing at the present time is a pro- 
gram being sponsored by the state 
Department of Natural Resources, 

The Department of Natural Re- 
sources has a $10 million bond 
issue, and is charged with locating 
new skating rinks throughout the 
state, outside the area of the Me~ 
tropolitan District Commission, 
(4e. in or near Boston), which 
already has a number of rinks, 

Twenty six towns and cities have 


already been built in Brockton, 
Springfield and Worcester, and 
rinks are under construction in 
Greenfield and North Adams,

Arthur Brownell, Commissioner 
of the Department of Natural Re- 
sources, is expected to visit Wil- 
mington within two weeks, to look 
over sites which the Skating Rink 
Committee thinks could be used, 

Rinks are located according to 
their accessiblity to population 
centers, so that the rink, if one 
were to be built in Wilmington, 
would have to be accessible to a 
highway or highways leading to 
contiguous towns and cities, The 
area would have to be over 10 
acres, and perhaps larger, to ac- 
comodate parking of cars, etc, 
There would have to be good soil 
for the rink site, that is, not on a 
peat area, because it has been 


shown that rinks, being frozen for 
long periods, cause the ground to 
shift, when the summer season 
is here, more than happens under 
normal circumstances, 

The size of the rink building 
would be approximately 120 feet 
by 240 feet, chairman Dave Trick- 
ett told the Planning Board, Tues- 
day evening. The requirements of 
the DNR is that the town wouldhave 
to donate the land,
